ICC won the first round in the truck leasing rules 
scrap. A favorable decision by the U. S. District Court 
in Birmingham, Alabama, put ICC in the position to enforce 
its unpopular motor truck leasing regulations Feb. 1, 1952. 
The Alabama court found that the rules were not unconsti- 
tutional...did not constitute an action beyond the 
jurisdiction of the commission...were not entered ar- 
bitrarily and unjustly. Almost all truck organizations 
thought differently. 


There's litigation pending onthis one in U. S. 
District Courts in other parts of the country. 





The Alabama court decision is expected to go to 
the Supreme Court. 


President Truman has been asked to give highway steel 
shortage his personal attention. National Highway Users 
Conference told Truman last December that in the interest 
of national defense he must do something to relieve the 
highway steel crisis. In a telegram to the president 
Albert Bradley, chairman of NHUC, executive vice president 
of General Motors, reminded Truman of his frequently ex- 
pressed belief in the essentiality of highways to the 
economic health of the nation and especially to defense 
requirements. 








Congress was getting set in early January to hand 
trucks an "Unhappy New Year's" jolt. Only question was 
how unhappy. 








The storm is gathering in the legislative work- 
shop of Chairman Edwin C. Johnson of the Senate Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee. Association news letters 
and dailies will probably carry the gruesome details be- 
fore Truck Trends hits the mail bags with this one early 
in February. 


Rumor had it Senator Johnson and his staff director, 
E. R. (Dick) Jelsma, were loading the Senate committee's 
"blunderbuss" to hit trucks with: 


1. A new study by U. S. Public Roads Administra- 
tion to replace the Eastman Report as the 
authority on highway cost allocation. 


Authority for ICC to get into enforcement 
of state size and weight regulations -- 
also to impose annual fees on the holders 
of operating rights.

His last big job was the recent revision of iCC's 
motor carrier safety regulations, which for many years 
under his administration have influenced not only the 
interstate motor carrier safety rules of the Federal 
Government but the intra-state rules of every state in 
the union. Meantime, over the years, George's abundant 
talents and brilliant leadership have been employed in 
countless national and local projects. All having to do 
with safer use of our highways. 


George's successor is Ernest G. Cox, who has served 
as deputy chief under Wellington. 


A pioneer of Federal Motor Carrier regulations has 
stepped into the ICC chairmanship. John L. Rogers is his 
name. He was the first director of ICC's new "baby" the 
Bureau of Motor Carriers back in 1935. He advanced 
with Joseph B. Eastman in ICC and was Eastman's executive 
assistant when the former ICC chairman and director of 
Office of Defense Transportation, served as Federal 
Coordinator of Transportation. 








"John L." won his third seven-year term as com- 
missioner over opposition to his reappointment by the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters. 


Bulk mail shift from trains to trucks was in full 
swing end of 1951.

Yet, all agree that increasing costs of truck operation . . 
threatened shortages . . . require careful study of the problem. 


Factors common to all are increasing cost of buildings, as 
well as, vehicles. But there are a lot of variables. Not the least 
of these are temperatures encountered, nearness to corrosive 
salt air and uses to which the trucks are put. 

Food carriers, public utilities who use trucks as traveling 
work shops. are usually hot on indoor storage. All agree that 
aside from building costs, inside storage is more economical 
and efficient... better for all vehicles. 


Oil burning and electrical heaters have been ingeniously 


applied to outdoor storage in cold climates—often with quite 


satisfactory results. 

But it is evident to FLEET OWNER editors, since we pub- 
lished the article on the subject in the November issue, that 
there is plenty of room for study on this one. 

Considering the rising costs of everything, this looks like one 
the SAE Transportation and Maintenance boys could toss 
around and, someday, find for all truck operators the much 
needed yardstick to aid them in solving the burning question: 


What is best for my fleet, “outdoor or indoor storage?”

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Many Beginnings 


Apparently, CMP is working. While it hasn't been 
the complete success some of its advocates expec ted. it 
has been far from a failure. In 1951 slightly over a 
million new trucks rolled off the assembly line. That 
was a far cry from the days of World War II mobiliza 
tion when all truck production, with the exception of 
military vehicles, came to a complete halt. 


The Scarce Materials 


While the industry managed to pull through 1951 
with little outward signs of the effects of mobilization 
that didn’t mean there were no shortages. Steel was 
probably the biggest problem of all. A basic require 
ment in practically every item of military construction, 
steel was immediately placed on an allocation basis 
under CMP. First to feel the impact of the shortage 
was the nation’s highway building program. The 
Bureau of Public Roads toward the end of 1951 was 
complaining that more than 500 projects were being 
held up due to the steel shortage, and at the annual 
Governor's Conference. the chief executives of many 
states protested the situation. NPA near the end of the 
year issued an order requiring federal approval of all 
highway projects using more than twenty-five tons of 
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steel, and there was little hope that the situation would 
improve. On the contrary, it was almost certain to 
become worse as the armament program took bigger 
and bigger bites out of the supply. 

Another sore spot was the rubber situation, but here 
it seemed to be more a problem of stockpiling than of 
actual shortage. Remembering the problems of World 
War II when we were cut off from many of the world’s 
leading sources of natural rubber, the government began 
stockpiling huge supplies of crude rubber. The synthetic 
rubber industry was given a shot in the arm, and for 
the nation’s fleet operations it meant a tightening of 
tire conservation programs and more attention to re 
capping. 

The entire picture of shortages was spotty. Some 
replacement parts were in short supply, but most opera- 
tors were having little trouble on that score. Fleet 
operators with an eye to the future were going over 
their PM programs looking for any spots where it could 
be made more efficient.

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of inflation. Costs and taxes were going up on practically 
every item that an operator had to buy and the salaries 
he had to pay were keeping pace. Business volume for 
the trucking industry was hitting all-time highs, but 
while the gross was climbing the net was taking a 
beating. The acuteness of the situation was demonstrated 
by a group of midwestern operators who in November 
petitioned the ICC for relief through a rate adjustment. 
The group’s petition claimed that, after taxes, the 
individual carriers had only 1.88 cents left of each 
dollar of gross revenue. It was not easy to do business 


at a profit in 1951. 


What's Ahead? 

* Actually, it wasn’t the prediction of shortages for 
1951 that was wrong. It was the timing. The predictions 
were being moved ahead another year and 1952 seems 
destined to be everything L951 was expec ted to be. The 
conversion from a peace-time economy to an all-out 
mobilization program was taking longer than anticipated 
and the almost continual cease-fire talks in Korea 
naturally added to the nation’s complacency. But in the 
future, the trucking industry could be sure that it 
would be required to take a couple of notches in its 


belt. 


Getting out of the Muddle 

1951 may well go down in history as the year in 
which highway planners were finally convinced to 
switch their tactics and put the horse before the cart. 
The Maryland Road Test. which had been eagerly seized 
by anti-truck propagandist as “proof” that trucks are 
breaking up the highways, was actually the turning 
point. People started to point out that maybe the test 
hadn't really proven that trucks were too big—what it 
might have proven was that the highways were not 
properly constructed. This idea, like a snowball rolling 
down hill, gained in size throughout the year—until 
by year’s end what appeared to be a determined cam- 
paign for better roads was under way. It looked as 
though rail propaganda had backfired. 

ATA launched its “Good Roads” project during the 
year and the National Highway Users Conference an- 
nounced its PAR program—Project, Adequate Roads. 


Many large companies, such as General Motors, with 
their “Let's Get Out of the Traffic Muddle” campaign, 
joined forces with the trucking industry. Before the 
year had ended practically every American citizen who 


reads a magazine or newspaper had come across one or 
more full page advertisements telling the other side of 
the story. And the effort was just getting underway. 
In the year ahead, the campaign is destined to expand, 
to take on added momentum. 

Anti-truck propagandists had had their day in court. 
Now, toward the end of 1951, the pendulum was begin- 
ning its reverse swing, and the trucking industry was able 
to even read an occasional favorable magazine article. 
while an increasing number of newspapers were be- 
ginning to concede editorially that the truckers had a 
point. If trucks were an essential part of our transport 
network—which everyone conceded—then roads would 
have to be built to carry them. The problem was being 
finally reduced to its simplest terms. 
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But Who Foots the Bill? 

On the debit side of the 1951 ledger was New York's 
decision to experiment with a ton-mile tax. The legis- 
lators found the state’s truckers unable to act together 
as a unit, and despite a rear-guard action of outspoken 
criticism, the measure was easily passed and signed into 
law by Governor Dewey. Back of the law was the old 
song and dance routine about trucks not paying their 
fair share of the cost of roads. A ton-mile tax, the 
state legislators contended, was the only equitable means 
of taxation. 

The passage of the law proved to be an object lesson 
to New York truckers which demonstrated that the 
nation’s second biggest enterprise—second only to agri- 
culture—was getting kicked around. They decided to 
fight the measure, and all segments of the industry 
united for the expec ted legal struggle. The truckers drew 
first blood in the courts by winning an injunction 
against enforcement of the act, but the court still re- 
quired that the industry conform to all requirements of 
record keeping which the tax necessitated. The end of 
the legal battle was still far off when 1951 ended. How- 
ever, the industry also realized that it couldn't limit its 
battle to the courts alone. The public at large had to 
be convinced that the trucks were being treated unfairly, 
and this meant trying to pull the rug out from under 
neath the argument that trucks don’t pay their share 
of road cost. One of the best counter-arguments was 


the subject of diversion. 


Where Does the Money Go? 
Although trucks constitute less than 2 per cent of the 
number of registered vehicles in New York State, they 


pay more than 20 per cent of the highway taxes, the in- 


dustry pointed out; and on top of that was the little 
matter of diversion. 

In 1950, according to National Highway Users Con- 
ference figures released late in 1951, $217,038,000 were 
diverted from highway income to non-highway pur- 
poses. The figure was a new all-time high in diversion 
and brought the total from 1924 to 1950 to $3,060,508,- 
000. The continuing diversion trend brought criticism 
from the NHUC especially against such states as New 
York with its ton-tax and New Jersey with its toll 
method of highway financing. 

Fighting its battle against diversion, the trucking in- 
dustry suffered many setbacks during 1951, but still 
managed to make gains. Twelve states turned down 
constitutional amendments to prohibit diversion, but 
Alabama and Georgia approved the measures. 


On the Labor Front 

The biggest labor development affecting trucking 
came early and stayed all year—wage and salary con- 
trols. They put free collective bargaining—as to pay 
back on the shelf the same as in World War II. 

Workers’ earnings were not frozen solid by any means. 
Both the Wage Stabilization and Salary Control Boards 
worked all year to determine the extent to which wages 
and salaries would be unfrozen and thus permit some 
flexibility in compensating workers without setting off 
rampant inflation.

\' THE END of five weeks’ operation, Associated Truck 
{8 Lines, Inc., checked up on the centralized checking 
system in their new Detroit terminal. and they liked 
what they found. Their savings amounted to 15 per 
cent, using 8 fewer men. Their old terminal average, 
with 54 men, was 1500 lbs. per man-hour. The present 
average, with only 46 men, is 1750 Ibs.—-and they have 
hit as high as 3000 lbs. These figures are increasing 
as employees become more familiar with the system 
Cost of the complete intercom system, which made 
centralized checking possible, was $3500. 

Of the 32 doors in this terminal, 20 have so far been 
equipped for intercommunications. Either of the two- 
button central checking sets can plug into any or all of 
the 20 doors. One central checker can handle up to 8 


doors at a time, but five is a better number. 


Here's the procedure: 


The checking method on inbound and outbound 
freight is the same, except that inbound, for Detroit 
destination, is stored on floor until the city route is 
assigned. 

When a truck arrives at the gate, the driver gives 
waybills to the gateman, who uses the intercom to 
report to the chief dispate her and get a parking location 
for the load. The driver can then be on his way while 
the gateman is relaying waybills to the dispatcher. 

The dispatcher marks parking location and next 
terminal point on the waybill, and attaches a slip 
showing driver name, trailer number, weight and num- 
ber of waybills. These he sends to the dock foreman 
and his central checker by tube, and checker fills in 
name of the stripper. Dock foreman notes starting and 
stopping time of unloading. 

The checker assigns a stripper, who takes with him a 
sending unit and plugs in when he’s ready to unload. 
The mike on this unit is sensitive, picking up 40 to 50 
feet away. Stripper just calls out as he unloads the 
freight onto pallets, and his central checker marks it 
off on the waybills. 

The checker gives the waybill a code number identify 
ing the load, bay and storage area. The stripper marks 
each pallet with this number. When one or two pallets 
are ready, he pushes the call button to flash a red signal 
for the lift driver. 

When the load is to go out again the lift truck driver 
will receive a load sheet with code number, number of 
pallets, and trailer he is to load on. Previously there 
was a second check at this point and both checks were 
made on tally sheets. Now there is only one check and 
it eliminates need for the one or two helpers, who under 
the old system, spent much of their time just standing 
by. END

Most fleets say that they expect drivers to change 
tires. However, there were sufficient notations to 
indicate that trucks operating close to the fleet shop 
did not contribute to this preponderance.

Here's how the operation works: 

On his first run in the morning. a driver takes a trailer 
load of merchandise from the warehouse to one of the 
Goldblatt stores—leaves it to be unloaded and returns 
to the warehouse for a second trailer. Meanwhile store 
personnel un'oad the first trailer and fill it with mer 
chandise for home delivery 

When a store gets its second trailer load of merchan 
dise from the warehouse, the driver picks up the first 
trailer and takes it to the garage where all trailers with 
merchandise for home delivery are unloaded.

Only Two Resisted 

All in all, there have been only 
two states that have never been 
guilty of diversion — Nevada and 
Wyoming. The other forty-six 
have all used funds derived from 
highway use taxes for other than 
highway purposes at some time o1 
other. But the picture was im- 
proving. In 1950 twenty-one 
states were not diverting highway 
funds. The remaining twenty- 
seven, however, took $217,038,000 


Up to the Public 


In 1952 at least two more states 
may disappear from the ranks of 
those guilty of diversion as a result 
of constructional amendments pro- 
hibiting the practice. The states 
are Alabama and Georgia. How- 
ever, while Alabama and Georgia 
were considering amendments 
twelve other states defeated simi- 
lar laws. One thing is sure — it 
will be up to the public to end the 
practice. State politicians have 
found diversion too handy a gad- 
get for balancing otherwise un- 
workable budgets. The general 
strategy has been to use the high- 
way funds for anything that is 
needed — other than roads— and 
then when there isn’t enough 
money left for highways to blame 
it all on trucks for “not paying 
their share.” 

Such campaigns as that being 
waged by the Highway Users Con- 
ference and ATA seem to be mak- 
ing a dent. Diversion is still a 
pretty general practice but little 
by little the people are catching 
on to this method of double deal- 
ing. 


New Truck Law Hits Snag 


Pennsylvania’s ‘Fair Truck Bill’ was assured of pass- 
age until it became tangled with some controversial 
tax legislation. 


e After seeming to have overcome 
the stiffest of opposition, the Penn- 
sylvania bill to increase motor truck 
maximum from 45,000 to 
60,000 pounds ran into a snag. 

Somehow or other the measure be- 
came entangled with Governor Fine’s 
controversial tax act and while the 
Commonwealth’s chief executive de- 
that the two are related it is 
nevertheless a fact that the benefit 
to truckers is being held up. 

The danger in this is that failure 
of the State Legislature to go along 
with the Fine package—which a 
majority opposes—could mean that 
the trucking legislation will die a 
natural death from want of action 
before the Legislature adjourns. 

Until this development, the in- 
creased weight bill had made better 
progress than any of its predecessors. 
Previous attempts to liberalize the 
regulations were often mired with 
yellow oleo bills, one of which was 
finally passed this session. 

This left the truck bill on its own 
and the Senate passed it by a 31-18 
count last July and sent it to the 
House. It there 112-79 in

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August, but was referred back for 
concurrence on sevefal amendments, 
which were believed minor conside- 
rations. 

Previous opposition to the measure 
was furnished principally by the 
State Grange, the State Association of 
Township Supervisors, United Mine 
Workers, Railroad brotherhoods and 
the railroads themselves. 

Senator John H. Dent, minority 
floor leader, was credited with a big 
helping hand to the Pennsylvania 
Motor Truck Association when he 
took the floor and declared the liber- 
alization of weights was necessary to 
give Pennsylvania truckers equality 
with other States 

His testimony and that of others 
which pointed out that the measure 
also covered increased registration 
fees, regulations on motive powcr 
and braking gradually melted op- 
ponents. 

It was explained that the truck bill 
provided no change in present axle 
weights, but gives a greater over-all 
limit to tandems, the type rig which 
trucking interests favor because of 
built-in safety with heavier loads. 


Invested Funds 


Highway transportation is 
necessary in our economy; the 
money we allocate is an invest- 
ment, not expenditure. 


e “Highway transportation is a 
natural and normal development 
in a dynamic civilization and its 
progress must continue if our 
nation is to remain great,” Walter 
Mullady, president of the Ameri- 
can Trucking Associations, declared 
in an address before the Trans- 
portation Club of Louisville. 

“Money we appropriate for high- 
ways is in no sense an expenditure 
but an investment,” he said “an 
investment in the things we must 
have in modern civilization—ready 
access and egress; opportunities 
for individual transportation; and 
avenues over which the newest and 
most efficient form of mass trans- 
portation, highway motor carriage, 
can move freely and without hin- 
drance.” 

Mullady, who is president of the 
Decatur Cartage Company of Chi- 
cago, called for “an imaginative 
picture of adequate highways for 
the moving of all our motor trans- 
portation: 

“Highways planned over direct 
routes between centers of produc- 
tion and consumption; highways 
wide enough to permit free flow of 
traffic of any projected quantity; 
highways so soundly and scien- 
tifically constructed that the de- 
teriorating effects of the elements 

always a more potent destructive 
agent than the over-passing of any 
vehicle—will be reduced to a mini- 
mum; 

“Highways so planned and built 
as to eliminate the excessive costs, 
the dangers, the economic wastes 
of congestion and the other things 
that have developed with our new 
transportation in the last half- 
century.”

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Grange Urges Road Reform 


The American farmer depends on motor transporta- 
tion for most of the good things in life, wants highways 


improved. 


e Recognition of the vital role that 
highway transportation plays in the 
economic and social life of the Amer- 
ican farmer, as well as in the nation- 
al mobilization effort as a whole, was 
reaffirmed by the National Grange at 
its annual meeting, recently conclud- 
ed in Atlantic City, N. J. 

The report of the Grange’s Trans- 
portation Committee, as approved by 
the assembled delegates points up the 
faster service, flexibility and person- 
alized attention afforded the farmer 
by highway transportation which 
cannot be equalled by any other form 
of transportation. 

The report states that the use of 
the passenger car and school bus 
have brought within reach of most 
rural people, medical and recrea- 
tional facilities comparable’ with 
those of urban centers and made 
possible the consolidation of schools 
At the same time, the Grange de- 
clares, the use of trucks serving agri- 
culture has risen 60% since 1941 

In order to permit highway trans- 
portation to serve agriculture best in 
the years ahead, the National Grange 
believes that the following guideposts 
of principles, presented in summary, 
should be followed 


Road Steel Shortage 


Insufficient allocations of steel 


threaten to halt highway construc- 
tion and make impossible the re- 
moval of critical bottlenecks in our 
highway system, at a time when we 
are behind in road construction, 
traffic is at an all-time high and 
efficient highway transportation is 
needed in our mobilization effort. 
Therefore, Congress and the Fede- 
ral defense agencies should do all 
in their power to see that more 
steel is allocated to highways. 


Highway Development 


—The farmers’ interest is in all 
highways. We recognize that our 
primary highways carry the heavy 
traffic, much of which is farm-to- 
market and provides the bulk of 
revenue for the improvement of all 
roads. 83% of the traffic flows over 
20% of the road mileage in the 
nation. Many of the primary high- 
ways are deficient in meeting mod- 
ern traffic requirements, espeeially 
those approaching cities. If these 
primary roads are not maintained 
and improved with a resulting de- 
crease in use due to traffic con- 
gestions and general wearing out, 
all roads including county roads 
will suffer from decreased revenue. 
Seventy-two percent of the 3,313- 
000 miles of roads and streets in 
the United States are county and 


Radio to Control Traffic 


New Jersey Turnpike traffic will be controlled by high fre- 
quency radio network linking all police patrols. 
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local roads. While excellent prog- 

ress has been made in some states 

to provide all weather roads to im- 

portant agricultural areas, in other 

states progress has been very slow 

We believe that in these states 

where progress has been slow the 

following steps might be taken 
a. Diversion should be stopped. 

. State-aid highway tax revenue 
distributed to local roads should 
not be used to replace revenue 
formerly raised by local gov- 
ernmental units for roads, but 
should be used for additional 
road construction. 

Sound formulas for the distri- 
bution of state aid to local roads 
should be employed 

. County or district highway ad- 
ministration should have avail- 
able services of a competent en- 
gineer with adequate practical 
experience. 

. Every county should have a 
long range highway plan, so that 
those roads rendering greatest 
service to agriculture will be 
improved first. Roads to be im- 
proved first should be selected 
on the basis of such factors as 
rural letter carrier, school bus 
and community collection 
routes. 

. Secondary road divisions should 

be established in State Highway 
Departments 
Secondary road funds should not 
be diverted to other types of 
roads. 
Further research should be con- 
ducted on local rural road ad- 
ministration, maintenance, con- 
struction and finance. 


e One of the most modern highway 
communication control systems in the 
nation is being installed by the New 
Jersey Turnpike Administration on 
the new toll super-highway stretch- 
ing from the Delaware River Bridge 
at Pennsville, N. J., to the New York 
State border. The system provides 
the most flexible and dependable 
means available for channeling traffic 
control, accident handling, and road 
maintenance calls 

The microwave system, operating 
at a frequency of 960 megacycles, 
provides a voice channel for moni- 
toring the entire system, another for 
dial-phone administrative calls, two 
voice channels for communication 
with state police cars and mainte- 
nance trucks fitted with two-way mo- 
bile radio equipment, and one party- 
line teletype. At five of the system’s 
seven microwave towers there are 
VHF base stations which maintain 
contact with police cars and main-

e Walter Mullady, president of the 
American Trucking Associations, 
Inc., today urged full public sup- 
port for a new “crusade to keep 
this country on wheels” by provid- 
ing a scientifically-planned high- 
way system adequate for the 
nation’s economic life. 

Addressing a meeting here of 
the Highways Construction Indus- 
try of South Dakota, Inc., Mullady 
warned that obsolescence of the 
main highways and growing con- 
gestion on them can strangle the 
nation’s economic life 

The answer to the problem, he 
said, lies in a new program being 
inaugurated by the National High- 
way Users Conference, called PAR 

Project: Adequate Roads. He 
added that support is coming from 
an increasing number of user 
groups such as motorists, farm 
groups, manufacturers and bus and 
truck organizations 


“Near Crisis” 

Mullady said the Conference, in 
outlining PAR in detail, 
the problem as “this 
and “today’s highway muddle.” 

America’s agricultural, indus- 
trial and commercial economy, he 
said, is built around swift, flexible 
and efficient highway transporta- 
tion, but inadequate highways are 
“slowly throttling highway trans- 
portation.” A study by the Fed- 
eral Government, submitted to 
Congress by President Truman in 
1949, showed the main highways 
are seriously deficient in sight dis- 
tances and in the width of their 
pavements, shoulders and bridges, 
he said.

Trucks Gain Freight

e Trucks have taken over more 
than 5 per cent of carrier revenue 
freight in California that was car- 
ried by the railroads 12 years ago, 
a recent study by the California 
Public Utilities Commission has 
revealed.

Why Highways Don't Stand Up 


Ohio has found that improper drainage means sud- 
den death for highways. This one lasted for only fifteen 
minutes. 


e Ohio highway officials are still 
red-faced as the result of a one- 
mile stretch of new highway that 
broke up fifteen minutes after it 
was opened to the public. In the 
first wave of excitement, 12 top 
State Highway officials were sus- 
pended but late last month all but 
two were back on the payroll. The 
State had finally figured out what 
had gone wrong. 

What caused the trouble was 
this: improper drainage. The Ohio 
highway was proof of what many 
experts have been saying for many 
months— the way a highway is 
constructed, even more

The official version of the Ohio 
failure, given to FLEET OWNER by 
Chief Engineer Howard Craig, 
was that a section of the highway 
had been laid atop an earth em- 
bankment and that a pocket of 
water in the clay fill had not been 
properly drained, leaving a “soggy 
spot” in the fill. 

“We'd have been all right if it 
hadn’t been for the rains that hit 
us so soon,” Craig told a FLEET 
OwneER correspondent.

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evidence of any graft 
doing

There’s not much chance 
of any legislation along these lines 
being passed, but it’s almost a sure 
bet that someone will drop a bill 
into the hopper for such action 
e And, a bill to bring more of the 
exempt truckers under govern- 
ment control. This is a certainty to 
be introduced. The Bricker Report 
stirred up a rash of protests be- 
cause sO many truckers escaped 
federal regulation under the agri- 
cultural and marketing exemption 
of the act. Along with it will be 
some specific recommendations for 
federal control of private carriers. 
But this latter provision may be 
shelved if the contract carriers 
are brought under a specific price 
control regulation of OPS. 


And Still More 

There'll be others too; possibly 
an amendment that would limit 
federal aid to highways for states 
that allow more than 18,000 lb. 
axle weights. That’s one of Sena- 
tor Johnson’s projects. But he 
might change his mind in the com- 
ing session. A similar move was 
defeated the last time the Federal 
Aid Bill came up. 

But, truckers shouldn’t be too 
disturbed by proposed legislation. 
Most of the bills will be allowed 


to die in committee. And, even the 
proposed legislation that’s being 
concluded by Bricker’s staff will 
be a long time ever reaching the 
floor. Reason is that Senator John- 
son said in his foreword to the 
Bricker Report that most of the 
recommendations were so contro- 
versial that he was reluctant to 
release the report. And, Johnson 
is in the driver’s seat on the Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee. So, he’s sure to order long 
and involved hearings on legisla- 
tion evolving from the Bricker 
Report. 

Still, most trucking association 
men agree that a good many 
changes are needed in the trans- 
portation laws. There’s a wide 
area of agreement on exempted 
truckers and the need for reforms 
in ICC. But Washington repre- 
sentatives of the trucking com- 
panies —and the railroads too— 
figure that the principal thing 
wrong with ICC is the lack of 
funds. 

There’s considerable feeling that 
if Congress would stop cutting ICC 
appropriations and allow the com- 
mission sufficient money to carry 
out its assigned task, proceedings 
would accelerate. 


Connecticut Firms 
Join Scrap Drive 


e Trucking firms and bus com- 
panies have been enlisted in a 
drive to find 2,000,000 pounds of 
scrap metal in Connecticut. 

It is part of a national effort by 
the National Production Authority 
to gather 36,000,000 tons of scrap 
from every source. 

John F. Maerz, who heads the 
State Motor Transport Committee 
in Connecticut, reminded opera- 
tors that iron and steel producing 
industries are suffering from acute 
shortages of scrap metal which 
threaten to slow down the whole 
defense effort. He sent a special 
bulletin to all Connecticut opera- 
tors. 

He urged truck owners to search 
terminal and garage areas and to 
collect every available pound of 
scrap and to sell it to local scrap 
dealers. He emphasized that the 
scrap has cash value and should 
not be given away.

e There will be a real need for all 
the cars and trucks America’s auto- 
motive industry can put on the mar- 
ket in 1952, the 18th annual business 
convention of the American Finance 
Conference in session in Chicago was 
told by a Detroit auto executive. 

E. C. Dock, general sales manager 
of the Dodge Division of Chrysler 
Corporation, sounded this note almost 
simultaneously with a warning that 
the highest possible production of 
automobiles, consistent with the di- 
rect needs of national defense, is es- 
sential to the nation’s mobility and 
He also pointed out the vi- 
tal necessity of continued develop- 
ment and expansion of the nation’s 
public streets, highways and parking 
facilities 

“Any time,” Dock said, “the num- 
ber of new vehicles being built ap- 
proaches the number which are going 
out of use, the results can be serious 
and far-reaching to the strength of 
our country.” 

Dock said the auto industry is defi- 
nitely concerned about the replace- 
ment of the cars going out of use 
some 3,000,000 cars a year. He ex- 
plained that 55 per cent of the cars 
in use in 1950 were pre-war models 

1941 models or older—and that 
45 per cent of all the cars on the 
road have been driven over 40,000 
miles.

The tentative quota for the auto 
industry as set by government regu- 
lations for the first quarter of 1952 
is one million cars, nine per cent 
under the quota for the fourth quar- 
ter of 1951, Dock said. If, during 
1952, the industry can only build 
4,000,000 new cars, three-fourths of 
these will be needed to replace those 
that are scrapped. This, he explained, 
leaves only one million cars to meet 
any additional requirements, includ- 
ing the needs of new families as a 
result of almost 1,700,000 marriages 
each year, and the constantly ex- 
panding use of automotive transpor- 
tation. 

The Chrysler Corporation execu- 
tive cited two major factors in main- 
taining auto production under today’s 
conditions. One is the quota estab- 
lished by government regulation. The 
other is the difficult and complicated 
job of finding the actual materials 
to make the number of vehicles per- 
mitted. 

Dock assured his 
while the auto industry is giving top 
priority to all military assignments, 
it is keenly aware of the vital need 
to continue its normal job of pro- 
viding and trucks for civilian 
transportation.

12 Million Trucks By 
1960, Fruehauf Says 


e Fifty per cent more trucks and 
trailers will be carrying 1960’s 
freight, Roy Fruehauf, president of 
Fruehauf Trailer Company, world’s 
largest manufacturer of trailers, 
told a luncheon meeting of the 
New York Society of Security 
Analysts. Chairman of the meet- 
ing was Nicholas Crane of Dean 
Witter & Co. 

Fruehauf said the nation would 
have 12,000,000 trucks and trailers 
by 1960, compared with the 
8,000,000 now registered.

time, directly to the residents of 
American cities from coast to coast 
under the sponsorship of the National 
University Extension Association.

Ohio Restrained 
From Enforcing 
‘Flap’ Law 


e The Ohio Highway patrol has 
been temporarily restrained from 
enforcing the recently- 
enacted “flap” law against trucks 
operating purely in interstate com- 
merce. 

The restraining order was issued 
by the U. S. District Court in 
Columbus in a civil suit brought 
by Tom's Express, Inc., of Weirton, 
W. Va. 

Under terms of the temporary 
injunction, trucks operating purely 
in interstate commerce will not be 
required to have flaps or mud- 
guards installed until further order 
of the U. S. District Court in 
Columbus or of a three-judge Fed- 
eral Court which will be convened 
to hear the case. 

In its suit, the West Virginia 
trucking firm contended the trucks 
it operates in Ohio are under juris- 
diction of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and that present regu- 
lations of the Commission do not 
require the installation of flexible 
flaps or metal mud protectors 

Since the case has had no paral- 
lel, it is believed the U. S. Supreme 
Court may eventually be called 
upon to decide the question.

Mergers of organizations in both Ohio and New York 
will strengthen industry voice in dealings with state 


legislatures. 


e Faced by a growing amount of 
legislation aimed directly against 
the trucking industry, truckers in 
more than one state were finding 
that their cause was stronger when 
they could speak with one voice 
instead of several. The realization 
that in unionity there is strength 
resulted in at least two planned 
mergers of organizations within a 
single state 

In New York where the industry 
is currently engaged in a legal 
battle against a ton-mile tax and 
suspicious of what other laws may 
be brewing in the legislature, the 
Motor Carrier Association of New 
York and the New York State 
Motor Truck Association were 
having a courtship in anticipation 
of an early wedding.

Money Needed 


Connecticut sees out-of-state 
trucks as source of income. 


e Some method of taxing out-of- 
state truckers will be necessary if 
Connecticut is to meet its growing 
highway needs, Connecticut’s High- 
way Commissioner G. Albert Hill 
says. 

Commissioner Hill told the annual 
meeting of the Connecticut Rural 
Roads Improvement Association that 
he favors a tax figured on the basis 
of average weights and distances. 

He added that he is opposed to a 
tax computed according to the ton- 
nage and mileage of specific trucks 
He called the system used in New 
York State expensive to administrate 
and inequitable in some cases. 

The commissioner said that he is 
open to suggestions on methods that 
Connecticut might use to take care of 
its highways and to build needed 
new ones. “We can’t build or main- 
tain highways without money,” he 
said, “and that money should come 
from those who use the highways.” 

While advocating a tax on out-of- 
state highway users, Commissioner 
Hill indicated other sources of reve- 
nue must be sought 

“Logically,” he said “the general 
public is the direct beneficiary of our 
highway system, whether they own 
vehicles that use the roads or not.” 

Members of the improvement asso- 
ciation went on record as being op- 
posed to a ton-mile levy “if and when 
one is proposed in this state.” They 
also reaffirmed their stand in favor 
of a state constitutional amendment 
prohibiting the diversion of highway 
funds for any other use

Sterling Expansion

Thus, today we have the ten per cent “catchup” 
formula and the cost-of-living yardstick for regulating 
general wage increases. There are rules, too, about 
bonuses, incentive plans, merit increases and promo- 
tions, stock options, commissions. Rules are coming on 
other employee economic benefits—pensions, health and 
welfare plans, productivity increases. 

Aside from the slapping of wage-price controls on the 
economy, there was little of a.sensational nature on the 
trucking labor front. 

Congress did not listen to organized labor’s cry for 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley labor law, but it did drop the 
requirement that a majority of the employees must 
approve, in a government poll, before a union could 
negotiate a union shop contract. The polls, run by the 
National Labor Relations Board, had proved of little 
value because in almost every case the union got an 
O.K. to go ahead. Sen. Taft joined liberal Democrats 
in dropping the polls. 

The Supreme Court handed down one decision of 
particular interest to, and involving, the AFL Team- 
sters and the trucking industry. In a case involving 
Kaplan Rice Mills, the court condoned picketing which 
deterred truck drivers from making deliveries to the 
picketed premises. 

In New York, the Motor Carriers’ Association and 
two teamster locals signed a five-year peace pact. 

The Motor Carrier Claims Commission began making 
its first awards to mid-west trucking companies for 


operating losses suffered during the wartime seizure. 

The AFL and ClO organized a United Labor Policy 
Committee to provide joint action in dealing with the gov- 
ernment agencies on mobilization. Once they got key 
men in the defense agencies, and got WSB reorganized to 
handle disputes, the AFL broke up ULPC. The AFL 
was afraid the unity through ULPC was cutting its 
chances of achieving “organic unity” of organized 
labor on the AFL’s own terms. 


Engineering Advances 

Probably the most spectacular mechanical phase of 
the industry was the progress of the gas turbine de- 
velopment. This power plant still needs refinement 
before it becomes a candidate for work in anyone’s 
fleet. Nevertheless, it appears to have a high degree of 
reliability and its response to efforts to improve the fuel 
consumption has surprised even its sponsors. 

The use of LP-Gas increased somewhat amid some 
metal shortages which cramped the converter people. 
Some uncertainties in the LP-Gas price structure de- 
veloped. How much of a place it has in the industry 
does not appear to be certain. 

Among the more work-a-day features in truck design 
was the tendency towards more two-speed axles or an 
increased number of speeds in the transmission. This 
was caused by increased traffic density which requires 
more flexible trucks to keep up with the traffic flow.

e A bill has been introduced in the 
Pennsylvania Legislature to plug a 
loophole in the Commonwealth's fuel

The law-making body was told 
that a $2,000,000 annual loss of rev- 
enue from this source is due largely

been making a practice of deferring 
re-fueling until they cross the Penn- 
sylvania line, thus taking advantag« 
of the saving 

Laxity in collecting the levy, it 
was pointed out, is no fault of the 
State Department of Revenue fo 
the blame lies in the Legislature's 
failure to set up a system to bring 
n the tax easily 

Critics of the situation say the pres- 
ent law is weak because only dealers 
are required to obtain licenses to sell 
diesel oil, make reports of gallonage 
sold and pay the tax, which is sup-

heat flow from the valve to the engine 


coolant: valve gear operation, in- 


cluding timing and erratic action: 
lash between cam and valve seat: 
deposits on stem and guide. as well 
as those building up on the valve or 
cylinder seat faces 

The maximum temperature of the 
valve during operation is the criterion 
which sets the type of material and 
design. Figure | illustrates the tem 
perature in various parts of the valve 
head and portion of the stem when 
operating in a heavy-duty engine at 
full load and maximum speed. Ob- 
viously the design and type of valve 
would be predicated on the results 
shown on the hottest rather than 
coolest valve. 

A sodium-filled valve operating in 
the same engine would have the tem- 
perature pattern shown in Figure 1. 
and it is obvious that the temperatures 
will be lower than those which cause 
destruction, either from steel failure 
or corrosion, 

Figure 2 is the relative ratio of the 
strength of an average valve steel 
at various temperatures. By reducing 
the valve temperature the material 
strength is greatly increased. For 
example, the neck temperature of 
the hottest valve in Figure 1 is 1450 
deg F, while in the sodium filled valve 
it is only 800-900 deg F. 

Figure 3 again compares the so 
dium-filled valve with the solid stem 
valve and shows how the corrosion 
rate has been reduced to zero. With 
this increase in valve material strength 
and increased resistance to corrosion 
comes an increase in valve life of 5

HOW TO HELP BRITAIN 
...and Ourselves 


The purpose of this editorial is to help Win- 
ston Churchill obtain the aid Britain needs 


(1) to weather her present financial crisis, 
and 


(2) to avoid a chronic recurrence of such 
crises. 


This is not a philanthropic purpose. 


Britain is our staunchest ally in the free 
world’s continuing fight for survival. She can- 
not perform her role effectively if she is 
broke, or if she careens from one financial 
crisis to another. 


Then, too, a nation such as ours — commit- 
ted to private enterprise as a way of economic 
life—has a special interest in helping Winston 
Churchill to help Britain. His administration 
is relatively friendly toward private enter- 
prise. Should he fail, he would be replaced 
promptly by a Socialist government more 
hostile than ever. And that would weaken 
the standing of private enterprise in the free 
world. 


Cause of the Crisis 


It is the drive of the Western World under 
our leadership to rearm against Russian ag- 
gression that has precipitated Britain’s finan- 
cial crisis. It set off a scramble for raw mate- 
rials from which armaments could be made, 
and for many other materials that might be 


short in the event of war. So the prices of the 
things that Britain must import—mostly raw 
materials—have been boosted more than the 
prices of things she can export—mostly fin- 
ished products. That leaves Britain short of 
funds to pay for essential imports. This diffi- 
culty increases as the necessity becomes more 
urgent to divert industrial effort from produc- 
tion for export to production for security. 


The Basic Trouble 


Although Britain’s immediate crisis was 
touched off by the rearmament drive of the 
Western World, her basic affliction is one 
from which she has suffered since the end of 
World War II. Stated in its simplest terms, 
Britain does not produce enough goods to pay 
her own way as one of the family of free 
nations. 


For years this deficiency in home produc- 
tion was made up by income from shipping 
and overseas investment. But Britain had to 
sell a large part of her foreign investments to 
finance her heroic part in World War II. So 
her income from that source has been greatly 
reduced. And, in spite of an increase of about 
a third above prewar in her own production 
of goods and—thanks to a continued “auster- 
ity” program —a much larger increase in her 
exports, Britain still is not paying her own 
way. 
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Two Ways to Solvency 


Britain has two ways to restore her sol- 
vency. One is to cut down on what is con- 
sumed—the belt-tightening process. The other 
is to step up British production. 


To surmount the present crisis, Mr. 
Churchill has asked for some cutting down. 
He probably must ask for more. 


Except as a stop-gap expedient, however, 
more cutting down of Britain’s consumption 
is clearly a dangerous course. That would 
further depress a British standard of living 
which, not more than half as high as ours, 
already is too low. Politically such a course 
would grease the skids for Winston Church- 
ill’s administration, even now governing by 
a wafer-thin parliamentary margin. Also, as 
The (London) Economist remarks, the “lazy 
expedient of cutting trade” would result in 
“hurting other people and forcing them to 
take similar action’ —by cutting the market 
for their products. 


The Only Cure 


The best and, in fact, the only way to help 
cure Britain’s economic ills is to help Britain 
produce more. Here the technical possibilities 
are encouraging. On the average, the British 
industrial worker produces only about 40 
percent as much a year as the American 
worker. That is a British estimate, made by 
Sir Ewart Smith. 


Wider use of better industrial methods and 
modern tools and an infusion of the compet- 
itive incentive into British industry — to re- 
place the cartel and other restrictive practices 
— would go a long way to narrow this wide 
gap in worker productivity. This is the con- 
sensus of experts on both sides of the At- 
lantic. 


Since 1948 the Anglo-American Council 
on Productivity has done much to encourage 
output per man-hour in Britain and to foster 
this doctrine with both labor and manage- 
ment. But much yet remains to be done. 


In the United States it is increasingly sug- 


gested that before we give Britain any more 
economic aid we should insist that everything 
possible be done to exploit the technical pos- 
sibilities of increased production. This em- 
phasis on production is needed. But if we 
Americans were to impose upon the hard- 
pressed British people conditions that could 
be construed as an affront to a friendly and 
sovereign nation, we might well put into the 
hands of a masterful rabble-rouser such as 
Aneurin Bevan, the anti-American leader of 
the Labor Party’s left wing, a campaign issue 
on which to maneuver himself into the Prime 
Ministership. 


Churchill Can Insist 


But Winston Churchill is not so handi- 
capped as we should be in imposing prereq- 
uisites of further aid. As Britain’s own, most 
honored leader he will raise no touchy ques- 
tions as to Anglo-American relations if he 
insists that Britain have firm plans to cure her 
economic ills, plans sharply focussed on ways 
and means of increasing Britain’s industrial 
efficiency. 


By presenting a convincing plan tocure 
Britain’s recurring crises through great- 
er production, Mr. Churchill will greatly 
facilitate the process of getting the aid 
his country must have. He will also re- 
move an increasingly dangerous element 
of dissension in Anglo-American rela- 
tions —the feeling of many Americans 
that more aid to Britain is more money 
down the drain. The way to counter that 
feeling is to come up with a prescription 
for an economic cure, not a request for 
another economic poultice. 


Technically, such a program is entirely 
feasible. It will perhaps be the supreme test 
of Winston Churchill’s statesmanship to make 
it politically feasible as well. 


In the interest of Britain, of the United 
States and of the whole free world, we wish 
him all success.

Tool Makers Face Labor Crisis 


Of all industries, machine tool makers are among 
hardest hit by mobilization. NPA has helped but rest 


is up to industry itself. 


e The government has gone about 
as far as it can to help machine tool 
makers expand for mobilization 
The mobilizers now are hunting 
for some scheme to provide the in- 
dustry more workers. When—and 
if—they come up with something 
along those lines, they figure all 
the major roadblocks to inc:eased 
tool production will have been re- 
moved 

Of course, there’ll have to be 
spot aid for individual tool makers 
with specific problems. And the 
controllers will see to it that the 
industry gets as much as possible 
of its materials needs. 

That’s about the most significant 
development of last week’s back- 
ground conference of DPA-NPA 
officials with business paper editors 
and writers 

Swan E. Bergstrom, head of 
NPA’s metalworking equipment 
division, termed the labor shortage 
the industry’s last remaining major 
problem. He figured the industry 
now employs 63,000-65,000 people 
as against 38,000-40,000 before 
Korea. But tool makers still will 
need another 18,000-25,000 more 
workers to get up to the kind of 
production needed for the mobili- 
zation program. 

Labor is tightest in the areas 
where the majority of tools are 
produced — Cincinnati, Cleveland 
and Rockford, Ill. Together with 


New England, these areas produce 
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75-80 per cent of the nation’s tools 
Labor is not quite so tight in New 
England, but there are critical 
shortages in the other three areas. 
Competing defense production 
there has resulted in considerable 
pirating of Labor. 

Big problem is the low starting 
wage rates paid by tool makers. 
It takes several months to train a 
machinist. A worker will go 
through a month or so of this 
training, then quit to take a higher 
paying job with another defense 
plant. And tool makers can’t be- 
gin to compete when it comes to 
bidding for totally inexpe:ienced 
men. 

Result is tool industry as a whole 
is working available labor on 50- 
55 hour week. It can get more 
production only by working avail- 
able labor longer.

A back seat driver? Well, sort of, and if Floyd J 
Dofsen of San Francisco succeeds in his plan we'll 
all have back seat drivers with us before long. Dof- 
sen has come up with an invention that will make 
the road talk and he’s already assigned his rights to 
the Electric Manufacturing Company which hopes to 
convince safety engineers that the new gadget should 
be included in every well-planned road of the fu- 
ture 

Here’s the way Dofsen’s invention works: Special 
lengthwise panels are set in the surface of the pave- 
ment. These panels have an undulating surface which 
conforms to the shape of a pre-determined sound 
wave. The undulated surface lies above the road sur- 
face so that a vehicle traveling along the roadway 
“co-operate” with the irregular surface to produce 
an audible sound. The automobile body acts as a 
sound box to give the actual word reproduction of 
the sound waves created. Dofsen’s immediate plan is 
to simply have the gadget produce simple words like 
“Danger” or “Curve Ahead” but who knows? With 
enough refinement it might come up with complete 
sentences 

“Watch out, you dope. Don’t you know better than 
to pass on a hill? 


New Piston Bonding Method to be Used 


A license for the manufacture of molecular bonded 
bi-metallic pistons has been granted by the Al-Fin 
Division of the Fairchild Engine and Airplane Cor- 
poration to the Zollner Machine Works of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana 

Under the terms of the license agreement, the 
Aluminum Company of America and the Bohn Alu- 
minum and Brass Corporation will use the patented 
Al-Fin process in bonding and casting operations in 
production of piston castings for Zollner 

Bi-metallic pistons to be produced by Zollner will 
have an upper ring carrier of hard nickel alloy cast 
iron or plain cast iron permanently bonded into the 
aluminum piston body. A tough, long wearing groove 
is, in this manner, provided for the upper piston ring 
which takes about 80 per cent of the wear. Excessive 
wear of the top ring land is eliminated and the likeli- 
hood of broken piston rings, which can ruin a cylin- 
der wall or piston—or even wreck an engine—is re- 
duced considerably. Service experience has proved 
that piston life is increased markedly by such bi- 
metallic construction, some bi-metallic pistons hav- 
inp operated in excess of 500,000 miles in mountain- 
ous territory

vehicle. Since, with a 2800 lb cargo, 
weight is an important factor, Dri- 
Gas decided on the electric gate op- 
erating from truck battery. At first 
they were worried about the drain on 
the battery, but in two years of opera- 
tion battery life is said to have shown 
no discernible decrease. 

The liftgates are 1500 lb capacity 
and they lift 16 cylinders at a time, 
requiring about one minute per lift 
from ground to truck floor level. This 
saves 6 to 8 hours of time for the 
driver—in addition to wear and tear 
on his muscles and his disposition. 


e This factor, which also contrib- 
utes to driving efficiency, is important 
in all three operations. However, in 
addition to the solution of sper ial 
problems, the chief savings is in elimi- 
nating the need for a helper. Accord- 
ing to Lerue Burd, traffic manager of 
Jesse French & Sons, it took about 
eight months for their liftgate instal- 
lations to pay for themselves. This in- 
cluded changes in truck design. In- 
stallations on Dri-Gas and General 
Diaper equipment, which involved no 
radical changes. are said to have paid 
for themselves in three to four 
months. END
